DRY-UP JOB 
ON ‘WETBACKS’ 
Mexico has deciced to dry up the “wetback” 
problem. This is the flow of illegal workers across the 
boarder, which has long strained relations with the 
United States. 
At the heart of the problem is the need to improve 
living conditions on the southern side of the Rio 
Grande, and among important measures being taken by 
the administration of President Luis Echeverria is the 
encouragement of American companies to build plants 
in the Mexican border zone. 
Some 215 plants employing more than 23,000 
persons are now operating in the area. I his influx of 
foreign capital has helped increase the average income 
of Mexican workers by 7.5 per cent. 
In addition to creating new jobs, the Mexican 
government is promoting more trade between the 
border towns on both sides. There are 14 Mexican 
chambers of commerce along the border, 
which 
reported $250 million in sales in 1970. 
Social and cultural conditions are also improving. 
PRONAF — The International Frontier Program — has 
built libraries and Social Security offices in the area 
and provides counseling servi^s to inform potential 


emigrants of the problems and disadvantages they face 
if they cross the border illegally. 
Finally, in co-operation with U. S. authorities, 
Mexico is tracking down and arresting “coyotes” — the 
recruiters responsible for the wetback traffic. The 
Mexican Justice Department has already jailed 200 of 
these animals.

Mexico has deciced to dry up the “wetback” 
problem. This is the flow of illegal workers across the 
boarder, which has long strained relations with the 
United States. 
At the heart of the problem is the need to improve 
living conditions on the southern side of the Rio 
Grande, and among important measures being taken by 
the administration of President Luis Echeverria is the 
encouragement of American companies to build plants 
in the Mexican border zone. 
Some 215 plants employing more than 23,000 
jiersons are now operating in the area. This influx of 
foreign capital has helped increase the average income 
of Mexican workers by 7.5 per cent. 
In addition to creating new jobs, the Mexican 
government is promoting more trade between the 
border towns on both sides. There are 14 Mexican 
chambers of commerce along the border, 
which 
reported $250 million in sales in 1970.
